PARIS, Oct. 4-—The Soviet au- 
thorities today informed the French 
air ministry that an airplane, which 
may have been that of Dieudonne 
Coste, missing French flyer, was 
seen last Sunday at a point where 
the Trans-Siberian Railway enters 
Manchuria. 

It was calculated that if this 
plane was the Question Mark, it 
was certain that Coste had beaten 
the long distance record, flying

miles from the Russo-Manchurian 
border. 

If the French flyers succeeded in 
flying almost to Chita from Paris 
without landing, they have set a 
new world’s record for distance in 
non-stop flights. Irkutsk is rough- 
ly 5000 miles from the Paris avia- 
tion field. 

The record for non-stop distance 
flights, held by the Italians Artu- 
ro Ferrarin and Carlo del Prete, 
is 4475 miles. They made this mark 
in July, 1928, flying from Rome to 
a beach 10 miles north of Natal,

fron. the special train which 
brought them from New York. 

The Union Station was thronged 
and cheers 2sounded through the 
concourse as MacDonald and his 
daughter, Ishbel, were escorted to- 
ward the presidential reception 
room. 

The crowds were in good humor, 
and those who sought to approach 
more closely to the visiting party 
were held back by Marines. 

The Prime Minister woré a frock 
coat and silk hat and in his button- 
hole was a sprig of heather. Ishbel 


Pwore a large bouquet of orchids. 


. Assistant Secretary Castle of the 
State Department, and Lady Isa- 
bella Howard and Mrs. Stimson 
greeted him and his daughter. 
British Flags Are Waved. 

Several small British flags were 
waved by onlookers as the party 
walked toward waiting automobiles 
for the ride to the British Em- 
bassy. 

The Premier swung his brown 
stick jauntily and tipped his hat as 
the crowds applauded. 

The Marine guard brought their 
rifles to present arms. 

As the party stepped out of the 
station the Army~- band played 
“God Save the King.” 

While the Prime Minister and 
his daughter were leaving the sta- 
tion a familiar tune of the: Scot- 
tish bagpipes greeted them. 

At the first notes of Britain’s 
national anthem, the party halted. 
and stood at attention. 

Smiling, the Prime Minister and 
his daughter paused even longer 
before entering the automobiles for 
photographers to take repeated 
shots. Ee joked with Stimson 
about the insistence of the camera

MacDonald, Stimson nd Capt. 
Allen Buchanan, Naval aid to Pres- 
ident Hoover, occupied the first 
car in the ride to the Embassy.

GUARDS THROWN 


BESIEGED MEN 


One of Hostages Is Shot 
and Tossed Out. Each 
Time Warden Refuses 
Demand for Safe Conduct

‘‘Have You Said Your 
Prayers?” Executioner 
Asked One Before Firing 
Bullet Through His Head.

CANUN CITY, Colo., Oct. 4.— 
Siain in retaliation for the refusal 
ot Warden Crawford to grant cen- 
victs at the penitentiary a safe 
getaway the bodies of four guards 
were tossed from the windows of 
cell house No. 3 during the prison 
mutiny here tast night. 

The first guard shot was J. J. 
Eliis. He was thrown from the 
building while still alive and was 
borne from the inciosure by con- 
victs on orders from the ringlead- 
ers. He died in a hospital. 

After thaf, one by one, three oth- 
@r guards were slain and their 
bodies thrown from the building 
as the convicts made good their 
threat to kill the hostages, if their 
demands were not granted. Three 
other guards thus killed were Abe 
Wiggins. Marvin Duncan and a 
fourth man, unidentified. 

Viggins’ death w .s described by 
John Shea, guard, who carried his 
‘body from the front of the build- 
ing at the commanc of Wanny 
Danie! lea: of the mutiny. 

“Wiggins, have you said your 
prayers?” asked Daniels. 

“Yes, where do you want me to 
stand ?” 

“Right where you dre.” 

A shot, and Wiggins was dead 
with a bullet in his temple. 

Shea said Daniels then turned to 
him and said: “Shea, you have been 
a pretty good sport. Take Wiggins 
to the gate.” 

Daniels, Shea said, then turned 
to Duncan and said: “Prepare 
yourself to be the next to die.” 

Daniels told \Shea to tell the 
officers outside that the convicts 
would free the hostage guards if 
two automobiles were placed at 
the gate for a getaway. The con- 
victs would come’ out, surrounded 
by their prisoners and drive away, 
releasing the guards when well out 
of danger. 

This offer -was refused by 
the Warden, as plans. were then 
nearly ready to start dynamiting 
the wall and making a charge at 
the cell block. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Mutiny of 
convicts at the Colorado State 
prison at Canon City brought to 
four the number of major prison 
outbreaks during the last few 
months. In that. period the wave 
of insurrection has swept across the 
country. 

In the first of these serious out- 
breaks, three convicts were killed 
at Clinton Prison, Dannemora, N. 
Y. Thirteen hundred . prisoners 
there attempted to rush the | 
guards July 22 tast. burned several.

Chronological Story of 16 Hours’ . 
Mutiny in Colorado Prison, | 
Ending in Ringleaders’ Suicides | 


Outbreak Came at Noon in 
Dining Hall When For- 
mer St. Louis Convict, 


Shot Guard,

CANON CITY, Colo., Oct. 4.— 
Here is the history of the Colorado 
Penitentiary riot in brief: 

A mutiny among the prisoners 
broke out Thursday seen in the 
main. dining hail, 


vict with a iong criminal record, 
armed with a revolver smuggled 
inside the walls, shot and killed 
Elmer Erwin, on guard in the 
crow's nest overlooking the dining 
hall, 

Pardue and Danny Daniels then 
scized Erwin's rifle and keys. They 
liberated - other prisoners and 
killed two more guards, Roy Brown 
and Waiter Rinker. 

Telephone wires leading into the 
prison were cut, but not before an 
alarm had been sent to Canon City 
police. 

Within 15 mintites the rioters 
were in complete contro! of the 
prison. They disarmed 
maining guards and locked them 
in Cellhouse No. 3. 

Cordon Blocks Escape. 

Police. and firemen arriving at 
the prison gates were driven off 
by armed convicts. The walis were 
soon surrounded by hundreds of 
armed men, who prevented any of 
the convicts. from escaping. 

Police reinforcements were 
rushed from Denver, Colorado 
Eprings and:+ Pueblo, and National 
Guard units at Canon City and 
Pueblo were mobilized. A Nation- 
al Guard airplane was dispatched 
trom Denver with tear bombs. 

Shartly after 3 o’clock about 175 

convicts retreated into Cellhouse 
No. 3. Guards entered the prison 
yard, herding the other convicts 
into the recreation yard, where 
they spent. the night without 
shelter. 

Daniels then sent a trusty to 
Warden Crawford with a note de- 
manding that he and his four com- 
panions who led the riot be fur- 
nished with three automobiles at 
sundown, threatening to murder all 
the guards held as hostages if the 
cars were not forthcoming. Craw- 
ford declined to parley. 
| Shortly after sundown Daniels 
sent another ultimatum. Half an 
hour later the bullet-riddlied body 
of John Elles, prison hangman, was 
tossed out of the cell house window 
into the prison yard. He died an 
hour later in a hospital. The body 
of Abe Wiggins, a guard, followed 
shortly afterward. At 9 p. m. the 
third body of a guard was pushed 
from a cellhouse window. Power 
lines were cut by the prisoners, 
throwing the administration build- 
ings into darkness. 

A “final” ultimatum dadivored by 
‘ead stated that if motor cars 
were not furnished for escape by 
$9 o’clock, all imprisoned guards 
would be slain at oncc.

Father 
O’Neil placed a second 25-pound 
charge of dynamite, mak‘ng his 
trip under a blanket of machine 
gun fire. 

The dynamite charge exploded 
and National Guardsmen charged 
through the prison gate toward the 
cell house, but were halted in the 
“bull pen” by heavy fire of the 
convicts. Two Denver p7licemen 
were wounded Warden \sawford 
was wounded by fire of prisoners 
and John Allen, chief cleré of the 
prison, also was wounded 

An armored car arrived from 
Denver and advanced on the cell 
block. D. F. Osborne a guard,

Leaders Kill Themselves. 

E. J. Hollister, another guard. 
also was carried from the  cell- 
house, dangerously wounded by 
shots of a convict “firing squad.” 

The armored car, after circling 
the cellhouse, became mired in a 
hole caused by the dynamite ex- 
plosion. 

Early today a guard released by 
the prisoners reported the. ring- 
leaders of the rebellion had shot 
themselves. Guards promptly sur- 
rounded the cellhouse. The mutiny 
ended when the besieged convicts, 
more than 150 of them, marched 
from the cellhouse with hands high 
‘over their heads.

tered the cellhouse, whereupon the 
mutineers surrendered. 

Ear! said he was afraid to leave 
the cellhouse until daylight, for 
fear of being mistaken for a con- 
vict and shot by the watchers on 
the walls. With him in the ¢ell- 
house were John Pease and w- 
rence Roche, whom the convicts 
spared. 

Roche’s sister, Josephine, secre- 
tary to Warden Crawford, had re- 
mained at the prison al! night, 
dreading each migute to see her 
brother’s body tossed out of a win- 
dow of the cellhouse, as the bodies 
of Elles and Wiggins were tossed 
out. Giving ber brother up for 
dead, she left the prison shortly 
before daylight. When she learned 
tthat he was alive, she collapsed. 
She was the only person in the 
main prison office when the mutiny 
began. She gave the alarm in 
Canon City and throughout the 
State. 

The mutiny was described today 
by Roche and Earl. ) 

“I was in a cell house where I 
could see .ny brothér guards lined 
up against the wall and shot to 
death, one by one, the whole night 
through,” Ear] said. “In addition, 
I was partly in the line of the 
terrible firing on the building by 
the armed guards outside. It was 
s0 bad that even when I lay 
pressed -:lose to the floor, the 
ricochetiig bullets would spatter 
about me. 

“Why none of us. was hurt or 
killed by the indescribable blast of 
hell from the wall, I can only call 
a miracle. I saw John J. Elles, 
first lined up like a traitor, in- 
stead of the brave man he was, 
shot down l'ke a dog. I knew my 
time was coming. At first panic 
gripped me. Later I calmed down 
and the sure coming of death 
seemed, as I remember now, only 
as sO much prison duty. 

“Every once in a while Daniels, 
who did all the killing, would come 
near my cell, and peer in. at me. 
At such times my_ heart stopped 
beating. Later, when old Abe Wig- 
gins was shot and then after him, 
E. J. Hollister and Charlie Shep- 
herd and J. W. McClelland and D. 
F. Osborne, I only wished it were 
me so that the awful suspense 
would be over. 

Guards Called to Doom. 

“I wished several times during 
the outside firing that it would 
come to me that way, instead of 
standing up before that terrible big 
gun Daniels was using. From 
shortly after dark unti labout ,3 
o'clock this morning, we would 
hear Daniels call a guard, hear the 
footsteps on the cement corridors 
of the cel lhouse,-héar a shot and a 
groan, and then—silence. 

“I could tell by intuition who 
most of the victims were, but some 
I was forced to witness, Iike that 
of Elles and Wiggins. Along about 
4 obclock this morning, I heard a 
lot of shots, some groans, then 
complete silence.” 

Ruined by fire, which destroyed 
the dining room and chape! and 
two of the cellhouses and scarred 
by machine gun billets and dyna- 
mite, the prison yard this morn- 
ing was in utter ruin. 


The penitentiary will need to be 
completely .ebuilt. The prisoners 
are quart red temporarily in tents 
erected inside the prison walls. 
Warden Crawford today esti- 
matéd the damage to the peni- 
tentiary at between $300,000 and 
$400,000. All the cell blocks ex- 
vept No. 3, in which the mutinous 
conicts were barricaded, were de- 
stroyed by fire, and No, 3, is badly 
damaged. 

When the prisoners were assem- 
bled for roll call this morning, four 
were reported unaccounted for. 
Prison officials expressed doubt 
that they had escaped. They are 
supposed to be in hiding in the 
ruins of the prison yard.

Here the guards dragged out of the 
cells the bodies of. the slain con- 
victs. Danny Daniels, notorious 
ringleader, lay dead in a corner of 
the building. : 
Two feet away lay a guard, and 
at his head lay another guard. 
Around the corner of the first tier 
of cells the death lines stretched, 
the guards in their dull blue uni- 
forms and gold braided caps, the 
convicts in their gray trousers and 
blue shirts. 

Supplies of Bread in Cells. 

The darkened cells were in con 
fusion. Mattresses lay scattered 
on the floors, and more than one 
cell ‘had a supply of . bread. 
snatched from the dining room to 
insure food for a long siege when 
the riot began. One cell was 
brightened by a crucifix on cne 
wall, another by a half dozen crude 
oil paintings, a third by straw hats 
with brilliant cords about their 
crowns. | 

Machine gun bullets had chipped 
Loles in the yellow walls of the 
cell tieres, broken glass lined the 
corridors, further evidence of the 
dynamite explosions. 

How Mutiny Started. 

From the storids told by guards 
sent from the strongholds, it ap- 
peared that Danny Daniels, des- 
perate robber, led the mutiny from 
the time of its inception. He is 
the man who ill: 1 / be Wiggins, a 
guard.

DYNAMITE UNDER 
FRE OF CONVICT 


O’Neil Says After Watch- 
ing Prison Mutiny. 


By qbe Associated Press. 
CANON CITY, Col., Oct. 4.—The 
Rev. TFatrick O'Neil, a 40-year-old 
Catholic priest, twice braved the 
gunfire of rioting prisoners to piuce 
charges of dynamite under the cell 
house where the mutineers were 


barricaded. 

During the prolonged. fight in- 
side the walls, Father O‘Neil ex- 
claimed, “I can stand this uno 
longer,” ‘and volunteered to place 
dynamite against the walls of the 
cell house in an effort to blast an 
opening. William Rainger offered 
to assist him. 

Covered by a barrage from ma- 
chine guns the priest made two 
trips with dynamite across the in- 
closure’ to the walls of the muti- 
neers’ fortress. He ran swiftly tn 
the flickering light of burning 
buildings and despite the fire di- 
rected at him by the convicts made 
the trips safely. After a long de- 
lay in setting off the dynamite the 
heavy explosion shook the walls 
of the entire prison. but the walls 
of the cell house were virtually un- 
damaged. 

Father O’Neil is a native of Ken 
tucky He came to Canon City) 
only three weeks ago. For several 
years he had been professor of FEn- 
glish and psychology in a Catholic 
school at Shawnee, Ok.

Walter Holub, Alias James 
Pardue, Was Sentenced 
in Colorado After Flight 
From Jefferson City. 


James Pardue, the convict who 
started the riot in the State Peni- 
tentiary at Vanon. City, Colo., yes- 
terday and iater was  xilled, is a 
former St. Louisan whose .criminal] 
activities began here at the age ol 
15 and resulted in two remorma- 


tory sentences, two prison terms, 
two escapes and, finally, death, a 
the age of 26. : 

Pardue was an alias, his réal 
He 
was the youngest of five children 
of Mr. and Mra. Joseph Holub, 2504 
Hebert street. The father a ta- 
borer employed by the city; the 
mother is a midwife Funeral ar- 
rangements have not been made. 

For a time Holub was not per- 
mitted to write or receive ietters, 
being in a dungeon for disobeying 
the Colorado Warden. Later he 
wrote complaining of his treatment 
in prison. , 

Holub, who sometimes spelled his 
name Hollub, was known to fellow 
prisoners as “The Runt,” being 
5 feet 4 inches in height. He 
weighed 125 pounds. : 

He made an attempt to es- 
cape from the Missouri Peniten 
tiary July 14, 1924, by crawling 
into a 24-inch sewer which iteads 
out under the prison walis. The 
route taken necessitated his craw). 
ing about 154 feet through the 
small sewer to a larger sewer about 
four feet in diameter which emp- 
ties into the Missouri River a quar- 
ter of a mile away. But before 
Holub could reach the main sewer 
he had to go through the elbow 
and eight-foot drop. 

In the opinion Holub must have 
been overcome by gas. before 
reaching the outiet, the Warden 
had convicts dig to reach a trap 
where his body was thought to be 
blocked. : 

But the body was not there 
Very much alive, Holub. under 
the alias of Pardue, turned up in 
Denver. Colo.. committing a series 
of robberies, including a holdup 
in which $182 was taken frortn the 
Ison Drug Co., Dec. 27, 1924, for 
which he was committed to the 
Canon City prison. Finger prints 
of Pardue were sent to St. Louis 
police and identified as Holub’s. 

Once Held for Shoplifting. 

As early as May, 1919, Holub 
was arrested by St. Louis police for 
shoplifting. He was sentenced to

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Sheriff at Trial Tells of 
_ Statements Made by Two 
of Seven: Accused of 
Murdering Police Chief. 


By the Associated Press, 

| CHARLOTTE, N. C., Oct. 4.— 
Statements made by George Carter 
and Louis McLaughlin, two of the 
seven men on trial in Superior 
Court on charges of murder grow- 
ing out of the death of O. F. Ader- 
holt, chief of polices of Gastonia, 
in a textile mill strike shooting, 
were repeated to the jury today by 
L M. Allen, sheriff of Cleveland 
County. 

The testimony was admitted in 
evidence by Judge M. V. Barnhill 
‘after strenuous objections by the 
defense. 

Taking of testimony in the case 
started this morning. 

Besides .the murder charge the 
men are charged with assaulting 
thred@ other policemen. 

H. R. McConnell, who treat- 
ed jef Aderholt after he was 
shot and until he died on June 8, 
14 hours later, described the shot- 
gun wounds and gave ag the cause 
of death the presence of shot in a 
lung. After hearing a number of 
minor witnesses as to the location 
of the strikers’ tent colony where 
the shooting occurred Sheriff Allen 
was called. 

Says One Admitted Shooting. 


He testified that Carter told em 


he did not do any of the shooting. 
McLaughlin, he said, told him he 
had fired the second ghot from the 
union hall. Carter, .the Sheriff 
said, asserted that when the snoot- 
ing began he threw down his gun 
and ran. Later he got the gun 
but did not use it. 

Telling of Mclaughiin’s state- 
ment, the Sheriff said, “I asked 
him if he knew the men they were 
shooting at were officers and he 
said he did. He said they were 
Aderholt, Roach and Hord.” 

Hord was a plain-clothes man 
who went to the tent colony with: 
the Chief and three other officers. 
The Sheriff said that McLaughlin 


} told him he just “fired into the 


bunch” of officers, not shooting at 
any particular one. 

“Did you ask McLaughlin about 
this again?” the Sheriff was asked. 
“Yes, he repeated his story several 
times the next day,” was the reply. 

The Sheriff said that Carter told 
him that when the. shots were 
fired the officers had their hands 
on his gun preparing to take it 
away from him. He then threw the 
gun down and ran. 

Defense Questions Sheriff. 

“You say Carter told you-he did 
not fire a shot?” Defense Attorney 
Frank Flowers asked. ‘‘Yes,” the 
Sheriff replied. 

The attorney asked him if he 
had not said in an affidavit that 
Carter refused to answer when 
asked if he fired at Roach. The 
Sheriff said he might have made 
the statement. 


LADY HEATH TO FLY AGAIN 


Recovering From Serious Injuries, 
She Asks “Why Not?”

Mary Heath, noted British woman 
flyer, who has been recovering

It was Lady Heath's first 
public statement since the acci- 
dent and markec her almost com- 
plete recovery. .

First place in cost for all the 
public utility regulation curses that 
have dragged tediously fcr years 
through the Missouri Pubic Serv- 
ice Commission goes to the valua- 
tion and rate case of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. of St. Louis. 


From Jan. 1, 1919, to the end of 
1927, the company’s cost in this 
proceeding, which it was pre rmitted 
to recover from ‘ts customers 
through rates, was $561,9€%, ac- 
cording to a cumpilation made by 
the company act the request of the 
Commission. Expenditures ‘n other 
utility cases, similariv recovered 
from the public, bri.g the total to 
approximately $1,000,000 for the 
period of — an1 hesitant, but 
expensive; Stat2 regulation. 


The rate and valuation case of 
Laclede Gas has been alive before 
the Public Service Commission or 
in the courts since July, 1918, and 
in that time valuation for rate 
making has been increased from 
$30,000,000 to $47,000,000. In the 
latter figure was included an item 
of $5,818,000 for “going value.” 
Ratés also have gone constantly 
higher, 

The big jump in valuation was 
made in 1926, after Charles A. 
Munroe and his associates had 
bought the property. By means 
of this valuation Munroe and his 
associates were able to sell out to 
the Utilities Power and Light Co. 
at a profit to themselves estimat- 
ed at $7,000,000. 

The new owners promptly moved 
for higher rates based on the in- 
ereased valuation, although in ap- 
plying for the greater valuation 
under the Munroe regime the com- 
pany had said it was not to be 
used as a basis for boosting rates. 
Increased rates were granted tast 
January, but the city has appealed 
the case to the Circuit Court of 
Cole County, where it is now pend- 
ing. 

The Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. has had little to do with 
the Public Service Commission so 
far as rates are concerned during 
the period in question. In _— fact. 
the growth of this company’s.busi- 
ness and its extraordinary pros- 
perity have made it unnecessary 
for it to ask for rate increases and 
have enabled it to make some vol- 
untary reductioris. 

The most recent rate reduction 
was made a year ago-last May. 
but as there has not been an ap- 
praisal and valuation of this com- 
pany’s property by the commission 
since 1915, there is no substantial 
basis for determining the reasen-

The reduction made last year ap- 
plied only to power and commer- 
cial consumers and the city asked 
for an audit of the company’s prop- 
erty by the Commiss‘on, claiming 
a broader and greater rate reduc- 
tion should have been made. This 
audit was ordered and has been in 
process about a year and so far 
has cost about $25,000. 

Last year this company acquired 
several subsidiaries, greatly  in- 
creasing its total bubiness. Its op- 
erating revenue for the 12 months 
ending June 30, 1929, was $28,- 


| 824,235, exceeding by more than 


$2,824,000 the valuation of $26,- 
090,000 placed on the entire prop- 
erty of the company in 1915 by the 
Commission. 

The income for that 12-month 
period over and above operating 
expenses was $12,767.215, which 
was equivalent to 7 per cent on 
$182,385,000—an amount exceeding 
by nearly $6,000,000 the total as- 
sets carried on the company’s con- 
solidated balance sheet as of Dec. 
31, 1928. 

It is the general rule, although 
it may not always be true, that the 
valuation allowed by the Public 
Service Commission, high though 
it may be, is considerable less than 
the total of assets shown on a util- 
itys’ books. This is true in the 
case of the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co., where the total valuation 
is $66,000,000 and the book assets 
are $78,344,000. It is also true in 
the case of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co., which lists book assets of 
$60,000,000, although its valuation 
of property used in the public 
service and upon which it is en- 
titled to earn from rates charged 
the public is fixed at $47,000,000 
by the Public Service Commission. 

The most recent rate increase 
case of the Southwestern Bef 
Telephone Co., in St. Louis, was 
filed with the Commission in No- 
vember, 1924, and decided in June. 
1925. The company was granted 
an increase in business telephone 
rates amounting to about $900,000 
a year. The valuation of the St. 
Louis property was fixed at $24,- 
700,000, The city contended for 
a valuation of $20,000,000 and the 
company for $30,000,000. The city’s 
appeal of this case to the State 
Supreme Court was dismissed in 
July, 1927, for non-compliance with 
the Court’s rules for preparing 
briefs. By inference, the Court 
upheld the rate order. 

The Commission decided this 
case on an audit its acccuntants 
made of the company’s books. The 
city demanded a full appraisal and 
valuation.. as the only accurate 
means of fixing a fair cate base, 
but the Commission refused ft, the 
chairman decaring such froceed- 
ing would cost $150 000 and th 
the Commission had nether the 
men nor the funds availatie. 

This cost, of course, would have 
been recovered by the State from 
the company and ultimately would 
have been paid by the celephone 
users, but even under these-circum- 
stances the ‘commission is not 
authorized to expend funae in ex- 
cess of the amount apprepriated

NOT GUILTY, COURT 


OF APPEALS RULES 


Buyer Cannot Be Consid- 
ered Abettor of Illegal 


Transportation, U. S. Tri- 
bunal Finds. 


REVERSES $200 FINE 
OF NEW YORK BROKER

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4.—The 
United States Céurt of Appeals in 
an opinion yesterday held that the 
purchaser of liquor cannot be 
punished under the prohibition 


law. . 
It reverse@ Federal District 
Judge William H. Kirkpatrick, who 
had held that while the act of 
purchasing liquor itself was not 
punishable, the purchaser, where 
the elenient of transportation is 
involved, could be penalized as an 
abettor of illegal transportation. 

The Court of Appeals’ decision 
was in the case of Alfred E. Nor- 
ris, New York broker and clubDman. 
Norris had appealed from a $200 
fine imposed by Judge Kirkpatrick 
after 1t had been shown that Nor- 
ris had purchased liquor from 
Joel DD. Kerper, alleged “society 
bootiegger.” Kerper was convicttd 
Sept. 28, 1928, and sentenced to 
one year and @hree months in 
prison with a fine of $20,000. 

Nollie Contendere Pilea. 

Norris, at his trial, pleaded 
“nolle contendere,” that is he ad- 
mitted the facts of the _ indict- 
ment’s citation, but did not agree 
that there had been a crime, 

In upholding his appeal the 
Circuit Couft of Appeals said that, 
while he may have induced Ker- 
per to transport the liquor to him 
in New York, he was not gullty 
of aiding and abetting either its 
sale or delivery; “and,” the opinton 
added, “the degree of co-operation 
necessary to constitute one a con- 
spirator must be’sucb as to amount 
to more thar the mere aiding and 
abetting in the commission of the 
offense.” | 

Judge Victor B. Woolley and W. 
H. &S Thomson joined in the rui- 
ing, with Judge Joseph Buffington 
dissenting. Judge Buffington did 
not set forth the reasons for his 
dissenting opinion. 

Court’s Conclusions. 

In summing up its conclusions 
the majority opinion said: “We 
are satisfied that the -purchaser 
is not an abettor of the offense 
within the meaning of the statute. 

“The abettor, within the mean- 
ing of the statute, must stand in 
the same relation to the crimé as 
the criminal. approach it from the 
same direction. touch it at the 
same point. This is not the case 
with the purchaser of liquor. 

“The purchaser of liquor, by his 
offer to buy. induced the seller of 
liquor to make the sale. But he

This ,assurance, a repetition of 
statements already made on both 
sdes of the water, is designed to 
allay apprehensions which have 
been expressed in France, asd, to 
a less’ extent in Italy. France’s 
view of the meeting between the 
two heads of State has been col- 
ored by her recollection of such 
historic meetings on the continent 
as those which produced the en- 
tente between France and England, 
and that between France and Rus- 
sia. 

She has plainly been disturbed 
by the thought that out of the 
Washington parleys between the 
Premier and the President, there 
might arise an understanding prej- 
udicial to her own interests. 

Hence the emphasis which Amer- 
can officials are placng on the 
American interpretation .of the 
visit—that it is wholly informal; 
fAhat no treaty will be entered into; 
that the negotiations looking to a 
naval understanding between this 
country and Great Britain will con- 
tinue to be carried forward through 
the regular diplomatic channels of 
the two countries; and ths, finally, 
any agreement which may be ar- 
rived at will come before the five 
power naval conference which is 
being planned for next January. 

The idea, in short, that the 
American Government wants to 
impress of the French conscious- 
ress—and perhaps also on the con- 
sciousness of anti-British elements 
in the United States—is that Mr. 
MacDonald and Mr. Hoover have 
no intention of trying to cement an

OBODY who lives close to sharks, 
N on this hemisphere, at teast (there 
is a particular variety called “man-eater’ 
in Africa), ever thought sharks had @ 
particular phobia against mankind. In 
that sense. Beebe and other scientists 
preved nothing new. Some of the “scien- 
tists” bad much less than Beebe's stand- 
ing. Some of them, in fact. are open to 
suspicion of having picked up a common- 
place of the tropics and subtropics as & 
handy ax with which to crash the inland 
front pages. The barracuda, and not the 
slark. is cone‘dered the “killer,” but, 
none the less, swimming places where 
barracuda are unknown are surrounded 
by stockades to keep out the sharks. 

The fact that one or two or twenty 
persons swam with sharks without being 
bitten does not prove that no human be- 
ing ever was or will be bitten by a shark, 
any more than instances of deaths laid 
to “attacks” by sharks prove that all 
sharks spend their watery hours tn work- 
ing up an appetite for human tidbits. 
Exactly the same kind of controversy, 
with the same sort of faith by each side 
in one set of facts to the exclusion of 
the other. has muddled popular knowl- 
edge of common domestic snakes. The 
writer survived a pleasant hour swim- 
ming in the harbor of Isla Mujeres, near 
Yucatan, where the natives never swim 
because of barracuda, but that does not 
prove anything except that the writer 
was just a plain darn fool. 

Sharks are probably no more warlike. 
cornered or not, than the alligator gar.

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FEDERAL JURISDICTION. 

The Louisville Times quotes the Post-Dispatch as 
saying that Federal officers have no right to enforce 
law and order in lecal communities. 

The Times is a dry newspaper, and it is not easy 
to explain to dry newspapers what the Post-Dispatch 
feels about the Federal Government and prohibition. 
We have never said that Federal officers have no 
right to enforce law and order in local communities, 
and the Times is mistaken in attributing that state 
ment to us. We have said that to invdde the police 
powers of the states with Federal policemen over the 
protests of the people is a dangerous practice, and 
we assume that it is here the Times is in disagree- 
ment with us. It points eut that no such objection 
was made when Fedgral police went into local com- 
munities te enforce the old revenue laws, but that 
is beside the point. The old revenue laws were tax 
laws which had thé-moral consent of the states. Most 
Federal laws have the consent of the states. When 
they do not. as in the cases of the prohibition and 
fugitive slave laws, the old sedition acts, etc.. they 
precipitate a political crisis. The Whisky Rebellion. 
which resulted from the excise laws. was unique. 
It was @ rebellion of tax dodgers. It was in no wise 
comparable to the refusal of New York, Maryland, 
Montana, Nevada, New Jersey and Rhode Island to 
acquiesce in the prohibition law, or the refusal of 
states in the North to acquiesce in the slave laws.

In most 
instances the original promoter, who prob- 
abiy lives hundreds of miles away from the 
location of the bridge, not even In the same 
State, steps out of the picture when he dis- 
poses of the franchise. 

Under a clause in the bills passed in the 
Sixty-ninth and the Seventieth Congress a 
report must be filed with the Secretary of 
War showing the cost of construction, fi- 
nancing, and so forth. Ten such reports 
have been filed. In seven out of the i# 
eases the grantee assigned the franchise. 
Only in two eases has the cost been ap- 
proved—the bridge at Neals Landing, Ga., 
and at Eagle Pass, Tex.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4-—Dr. 
Charies 8S. MacFariand, gen- 
eral secretary of the Federal Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ In 


j America, telegraphed the comman- 


der of the American Legion yes- 
terday welcoming an investigation 


|} of the church body and suggesting 


that it be conducted by the 
itself. 

‘At its convention at Louisville, 
Ky., the Legion passed a resolution 
asking that the United States Sen- 
ate investigate the alleged lobbying 
activities of the Federal Council 
and nine other national organiza- 
tions reputed in the resolution to 
be urging a policy “resulting in 
national weakness.” 

“I note’ with pleasure,” Dr. Mac- 
Fariand wired the Legion com- 
mander, “that the American Legion 
requests an investigation of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America. Inasmuch as 
the Senate Committee may possibly 
find itself fully occupied with in- 
vestigations in other directions I 
take pleasure in making the fol- 
lowing request of the American 
Legion.” 

“The Legion is hereby invited to 
appoint a committee of investiga- 
tion to make as complete an in- 
quiry as it may desire into all ac- 
tions and procedures of the Federal 
Céiinci] whether in the interest of 
international peace or ahy other in- 
terest whatever, in order that this 
inquiry may be as complete and 
sympathetic as possible I shall rec- 
ommend to our administrative com- 
mittee that a committee be ap- 
pointed to co-operate with the 
committee of the American Legion 
and shall suggest that the Federal 
Council Committee include several 
members officially related to the 
council who are members of the 
American Legion and others who 
at the present time hold commis- 
sions in the army. 

“A similar request for investiga- 
tion recently conveyed to the Unit- 
ed States Naval Institute was de- 
clined to our deep regret. Will 
you please present this request of- 
ficially to the convention. It is 
earnestly hoped that it will be com- 
plied with in the same spirit of 
good will with which it is of- 
fered.”

syrups and the sweetened juices of 
the canned fruits may all be used 
with plain or carbonated water. 
Strong fea makes a good base for 
many kinds of fruit punch, and 
plain or malted milk combines with 
many flavors to make delicious 
and popular drinks. 

Because of their refreshing qual- 
ities fruit beverages are deservedly 
the most popular, and the minerals 
and yitamins they supply give them 
value from the nutritive stand- 
point. The sugar rsed for sweet- 
ening adds fuel value, but -care 
must taken to avoid making drinks 
too sweet: a tart fruit flavor will 
quench thirst but a sweet syrupy 
drink is really heating for it has 
a high fuel value. 

Keep Makings On Hand. 
These include a jar of sugar 
syrup for sweetening, a supply of 
ice, lemons and one or‘two kinds 
of fruit syrup or juice. Limes and 
oranges are valuable too. Just now 


bought very inexpensively and it is 
well worth while to keep a supply 
handy. Ginger ale combines well 
with most fruit flavors and adds 
zest to many a drink, thévefore it, 
too, should have a place on the 
emergency shelf. If you are the 
possessor of a mechanical refrige- 
rator you will want to sometimes 
use colored ice cubes, or cubes of 
frozen fruit juices. 

There are almost endless combi- 
nations of flavors that may be used 
and it is rather interesting to ex- 
periment with various ~combina- 
tions for unusual and individua! 
results. So.long as you keep the 
drink rather tart, attractive in col- 
or and@ cold, you,cannot go far 


astray. 
Sugar or Syrup. 

Sugar syrup i# made by boiling 
together for five minutes two cups 
of granulated sugar and one cup 
of water. This should be cooled, 
poured into a jar and kept in the 
refrigerator to use as required. It 
is better than sugar to sweeten | 
drinks as it blends at once and 
produces a smoother flavor. The 
amount to be used depends on the 
acidity of the fruit—a little experi- 


sary. 

There are few fruit flavors more 
refreshing than that of fresh limes 
and a lime cooler always hite ‘he 
spot. To make it mix the juice of 
four large limes with one-fourth 
cup of orange juice and one-half 
cup of sugar syrup. Dilute with 
two cups of plain or charged water 
and serve in tall glasses one-third 
full of finely cracked ice. Garnish 
with a sprig of mint and a half 
slice of orange. Makes four large 
glasses.

This method will always produce 
a tender and somewhat flaky crust. } 


It will not result in a texture ex-/ 


actly like that from the method: 
which is ordinarily used, but it will 
be just as rich and equally deli- 

cious. It contains all the ingredi-| 
ents of the other kind of pastry, 
but they are just put together dif- 
ferently and so easily. 

And this is how it is done: 

Take one and one-half cups soft 
wheat flour, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon baking pow- 
der, one-half cup hard shortening 
ana one-fourth cup boiling water. 

Put the fat into a mixing bowl 
and pour the boiling water on it. 
Stir this until the fat is melted and 
it is entirely blended with the wa- 
ter and begins to become smooth. 
Have the cup and a half of flour 
which has been measured after 
sifting once, ready with the bak- 
ing powder and salt in it. Sift 
these dry materials into the now 
liquid fat. Work this together un- 
til it is a smooth and thick paste 
which will form one solid ball. 
Then put it aside until it has a 
chance to become cold. 

All recipes for pastry do not call 
for baking powder, but some do. It 
makes this kind of paste a little 
more flaky in appearance when 
baked. 

When this paste has stood a few 
minutes, it will be ready to roll out. 
Put a very little flour on a clean 
table or rolling board. Make one- 
half the dough into a round Dall. 
With a rolling pin, roll this out, 
keeping it as round as possible.

Chop, removing any of 
the less tender membrane. 

Combine the liver with dried 
bread crumbs, one-half cup of 
crumbs to one cup of liver, and 
then add one-half teaspoon of salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon of pepper and 
one tablespoon of butter. 

Remove the tops and seed of 
uniform green peppers. Scald and 
cool. Stuff with the liver and 
bread mixture. 

Place in a baking dish so the 
peppers stand erect. Add a small 
amount of water and cover and 
cook unti] the peppers are tender, 
and the liver and bread dressing 
is seasoned with the pepper flavor.
